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mortified at it that he committed suicide, by shoot- 
ing himself instantly, in the city of Philadelphia. He 
had never taken the money, but his honor was too 
keen and sensitive to endure even suspicion. John 
O’Fallon administered on his estate. * It was under. 
stood, and generally believed, that Scott & Rule’s 
clerk stole the money and filled the bundle with old 
newspapers. 


In the month of October, 1830, Hamilton Rowan 
Gamble (at that time prosecuting attorney in Judge 
- William C. Carr’s judicial district, of which Gascon- 
ade County was a part), with myself as his com- 
panion, started from St. Louis to attend Circuit 
Court. The journey had to be made on horseback, 
and generally took about three days. The second 
day out we reached Union, the then and _ present 
county-seat of Franklin County, about three o’ clock 
in the afternoon, where we took dinner. The old 
road used to run in a north-westerly direction from 
Union to Newport, the former and first county-seat 
of Franklin County, and thence in a south-westerly 
direction to the county-seat of Gasconade County, at 
Mount Sterling. A new road had at that time been 
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THE FALL CAMPAIGN. 


Octuner 7th, 1861, was a beautiful, clear day, such as we often 
experience in the Fall, Orders were issued to prepare to break up 
camp and move on the following morning at 10 o’clock A.M. All 
was bustle and confusion, the men hurrying, scampering to and fro, 
packing knapsacks, ete. The order, however, was rescinded, as it was 
found impossible to complete the necessary preparations to march. 
Rumors began to prevail that General Price was retreating, closely 
followed by Fremont with an army of 30,000 men. On the 11th, 
under orders, we left Camp Jackson, and cre night had once more 
crossed the line into Missouri, our destination being reported as 
Carthage, camping in an open field, surrounded by dense woods. 
On the 12th an election was held tor oificers to fill vacancics in the 

various Aner Company A choosing E. Gourrier as Second 
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and mae such as pawpaws, grapes, hawes, hazel-nuts, and eae 
also in profusion, of which the men gathered cagerly and devoured. 
13th. Camped at Scott’s Mills, on Elk River. Thenext day, while on 
the march, the regiment met the family and effects of Governor 
Jackson, of Missouri, en route for Arkansas, The mecting between 
the Governor and the regiment, there, in the lonely woods of 


Missouri, was a scene such as fewcan ever forget. The day was 
bright and bea::tifal; the sunbeams glancing smilingly down through 
the o’ershadowing branches of the forest trees. As the Governor 
approached, the regiment formed in line along the roadside and 
welcomed him with three hearty cheers, at the same time presenting 
arms, as he moved along the line, with head uncovered. Reaching 
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the extreme left of the line, Governor Jackson faced the men, and, 
in tones trembling from the depth of his agitation and emotion, thus 
addressed them: “I am glad to meet you. I welcome you to 
Missouri. You will find many warm-hearted brothers hero who will 
warmly, nobly greet you. I fecl that Missouri is free, and hope to 
announce on my return that she is legally a member of the Southern 
Confederacy, even as she now is virtually. There are troops cnough, 
T hope, to drive every foe from her soil. We have plenty to feed 
them, and if we are blessed with pleasant weather, one of our old- 
fashioned autumns, not an enemy will remain in the State. I[ hope 
and expect that you will winter in the heart of Missouri, if not in 
St. Louis. I have heard of you before at the battle of Onk Mills, 
and for your dceds there I thank you. Once again I welcome you 
to Missouri.””. This simple-worded address of the Governor, deliy- 
ered with impressive force and eloquence of manner, elicited another 
burst of applause from the warm-hearted Louisianians. Licutenant-

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LETTKER FROM VOLUNBUS. 

[Special Correspondence of the Memphis Appeal.) 

CoLtemnys, November 12, 1461, 

Circumstances incident to the life of a soldier 
have made it impossible for me t forward you 
auy additional news for the post two days. Our 
battalion has been almost constantly under orders, 
which has kept me in the saddle or confined to 
camp. Of course Columbas is full of all kinds of 
rumors, which the state of affairs make it impos- 
sible fur me to properly winnow in order to select 
the wheat from the chaff. 

No further incidents of the battle have come to 
my knowledge, that will interest your readers at 
this late day, further than that tho loss of the 
enemy was certainly not Jeas than one thohsand 
in. killed, wounded ond prisoners, as follows:

of 1009. The fact that 311 of the enemy were 
carried dead to their boats in the early part of the 
day, seems well authenticated. A man who lived 
between the place of their disembarkation and 
the field of battle was taken prisoner before the 
commencement of the battle and conveyed on 
board one of their transports, they supposing 
him to be a soldierof our army. Hewas kept 
on board during the entirn. day, and wan only 
released after reaching Cairo on hia satisfying 
them that be waa a citizen. 

On being releasod this gontieman returned 
home, and testifies to having seon 311 dead 
bodies carried on thelr trangpaste between hall- 
past nine A. M., ond one o'clock vp: m. The 
statement of the two gentlemen from Austin, 
Texas, who wore in Cairo on the day of the 
battle and stated that the transports werd artiv- 
ing all day at that point with killed and wounded, 
seoms to corroborate the above, while the fact 
that the enemy continnally gained gronnd up to 
one o'clock, thas giving them an opportauity 
to scons the field with thei ambulances and 
‘wagons which were seen npon the field, is addi- 
tional evidence that they carried off large num- 
bers of their dead and wounded befyre the tide 
of battle turned against them. “The 7th Iowa 
regiment was literally cut to pleces, but forty 
members responding to the roll cull inthe whole 
regiment at Cairo on the next morning after the 
battle. This isthe regiment whose color bearer 
young Vollmer so gallantly bayoneted, and 
gloriously died with their colors in his grasp. 


I have understood from the very best anthor- 
ity that our killed, wounded and missing amount 
tu 62, one hundred and two of whom are pris- 
oners at Cairo. This number includes all those 
who were in tbe least injured from any cause 
connected with the battle, which, at the a¥erage 
proportion of most other battles, will leave ns 
in actoally killed a loss of about 125. [ regret that 
I am not able to procure youa fall and correct 
list, but promise to de so at the earliest moment 
that I can possibly obtain one that bears the seal 
of the department. Iam aware that the painfyl 
suspense that weighs upon the community in 
which your paper so extensively circulates, and 
so largely represented in the army at Columbus, 
is like molten Jead upon the heart, and it shall be 
my first purpose, aside from my duty as a sol- 
dier, to relieve then of the “body of death’ that 
oppresses them. 

A most painful accident ocenrred here late yes- 
terday afteruuun, being the explosion of the big 
pivot guo—the 128-pounder at has so fre- 
quently made the hills and valleys for thirty 
miler aronod Columbus re-echo with ita portent 
voice. The gun had bec loaded during the pro- 
gress of the battle of the 6ch, while hot, but no 
opportunity offering itself in the latter part of 
the day to use it to advantage against the enemy, 
it was allowed to remain loaded np to yesterday 
afternoon. I am told thatGon McCown assured 
the gunners that the piece would explode, sup- 
porting himself by a lucid explanation of the

” Washville—Tho stock of the Planters’ and Union Banks is owned maiuly by 
northern capitalists, together with a few Europeans. It was reported here a week 
or two since that a number of the stockholders had in conterplation the calljug a 
meeting of those interested in these banks, for the purpose of devising mneasures for 
peng these institutions again in successful operation, We hope, if such an idea 

as been entertained by the stockholders, it has not been abandoned, Whether, in 
the present condition of monetary affairs, these banks could make profits for the 
stockholders, is a question which the managers of those institutious are alone compe- 
tent to decide. They are prudent, discreet men, and if they think it would be safe 
to resume active operations, we should confide in their judgment, as we doubt not 


the stockholders would. 7 
Our currency haa become greatly depreciated, unnecessarily, as we believe, and 
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period in the financial history of the country where the necessity of extreme caution 
and prudence could be more satisfactorily demonstrated. We are decidedly of this 
opinion. Commerce at this time occupies a delicate and somewhat critical position. 


“There has been a deal of overtrading consequent upon the re-action which followed 


the panic of 1857, and the plethora of money which succeeded, The excess uf ism- 
portations must be paid for in specie, so long as there is no enhanced demand ta 
Europe for American ‘breadstuffs While peace prevailed abroad, this would not 
lave produced any marked perturbation of the money market; but with the ad- 
vent of war comes a depreciation in the price of cotton, and an increased value of 
avon 6 War unsettles public confidence. Croakers invariably flourish during such 
perioda, and ply their trade with wonderful success. Revulsions, as we well ioe 
are occasioned as frequently by wild and groundless panic as by legitiinate causes, 
The withdrawal of fourteen millions of dollars from the circulation of the New- 
York banks in asingle month would not, in ordinary seasons, have excited serious 
apprehensions; butin the face of an actual war, and in the uncectainty of its limi- 
tation, either as to territory or time, this circumstance nob uouaturally creates 
some distrust. We know that a large amount of specie has gone forward, and that 
more is going, and though wo do not know how far the drain will extend, or 
whether it will affect injuriously the trade and commerce of the country, the fact 
itself suffices to inspire a vague uneasiness, aud to confirm the admonitions of those 
who preach short credits and a prudent restriction of them. 

“We will doubtless be told that the New-Orleans financial system is impregnable, 
and that it cannot be shattered by the blows inflicted on the weaker fubric at 
New-York. There is much in this. Our banks are admirably managed, and as 
strong as such institutions can possibly be. Nothing, save a universal crash, could 
possibly overthrow them. But in the correlative dependence of debt and credit 
existing between large commercial cities like New-York and New-Orleans, a shock 
to the one must necessarily be felt by the other, Half a dozen extensive failures in 
New-York will probably bring about as many in New-Orleans, Every nan who be- 
gomes a bankrupt, and is unable to pay dollar for dollar, owes something to the 
Danks. Itis thus that these iustitutions suffer from commercial depressions.  Fail- 
ures are like the circles produced by plunging stones into deep water. They mul- 
tiply in an ever-expanding periphery.—. O. Bee, June, 1859. : 


Mrssourt—Missouri currency is again accumulating on Third-street, und the late 
action of the Indiana banks, having farther diminished the area of its circulation, 
‘t threatensto become burdensome. The paper is now uncurrent in Kentucky and 
Indiana, and in Ohio, except Cincinnati; and as it cannot be seut home to adyan- 
tage, bankers can do nothing with it except pay it out over the counter for city cir- 
culation. ‘This demand is not equal to the supply. Some of the baukers are now 
strongly in favor of fixing some day in the immediate future, for throwing it out, 
and although the majority are not disposed to ae this measure just yet, the ten-

We are also- 
of the opinion that all warrants drawn upon the Treasurer for sums above twenty — 


dollars should, by law, be made payable to ‘‘order,” instead of to ‘‘ bearer.” If 
itis objected that it would subject parties to the inconvenience of identification at 


the treasury, we answer that if the Auditor can identify sufficiently to surrender ; 


a warrant, he can identify sufficiently to recognize the party to the Treasurer. 
Or, if preferred, warrants could be indorsed by parties and deposited, the same 
as is now customary with bank checks, and collected through the banks. 


In this, and in other ways, we have shown that the city has been despoiled of 


her treasure; the duty must therefore devolve upon the honorable Council to 


enact such rules and regulations as will establish suitable safeguards for her 
future protection. | 


CITY TREASURER.

It seems.plain to your committee that the City Council ought to exercise a:

By law, it is the duty of the commissioners ‘‘ to report, at every regular ses- 
sion of the City Council,”? the amounts issued by them, etc. ; but of late this 
formality seems to have fallen into disuse. It is true the Comptroller, as such, 
in his report of Nov. 10th, says, in his items of ‘‘ floating debt,” there are 
$193,000 city treasury warrants in circulation. In this, however, the Comp- 
troller must be in error. By the books of the commissioners, there is shown to 
be in circulation, on the 4th of December, $212,737, or $19,787 more than is 


given by the Comptroller, and only $2,100 has been issued since June last. 


And here your committee feel bound to call in question the accuracy of this 
account of warrants issued by the commissioners.

Thus we have demonstrated that the whole of the blank city treasury warrants 
that came into the hands of the several administrations of commissioners are 
fully accounted for. 


Of the entire amount that has been issued, we find that only $200,000, or the 
amount issued by the first appointed commissioners, has been charged to the City 
Treasurer. The excess of issue over the amount retired, when the present com- 
missioners came into office, was $29,083. This amount had been kept separate 
by the commissioners from the other city funds; but, upon the recommendation 
of your committee, it was formally placed in the city treasury on the 16th of 
December, 1868, and the ‘[reasurer charged therewith, the same as other cash 
receipts.

The Honorable City Council of the City of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN :—The reports of the various departments and 
boards are now before you. They treat of and embrace all the 
subjects of general interest to the city, and will no doubt re- 
ceive at your hands such consideration and action as their 
respective exhibits warrant, added to which will be the natural 
accumulation of work of a legislative character now pending 
or to be brought before you during the brief remainder of your 
first stated session, of which but twelve days yet remain of the 
period allotted by charter. 

The causes which have delayed important legislation are 
well understood by your honorable body. Owing to these 
causes, I have refrained hitherto from sending in to you the 
usual annual message of the executive. I deemed it but pro- 
per that I should keep silent and await patiently your action 
upon the exciting question under discussion before addressing 
you. Your session is now speedily drawing to a close and you 
will soon separate. I have therefore felt it to be a duty to my- 
self and to the people who have so generously confided to me 
the interests of this city, as well as to those who by their action 
have adhered to the interests of this city, to review to some 
extent and as briefly as I can the difficulties and obstacles 
which have met me from the beginning of my administration. 
As the cause of the late defaleation gave to some unfriendly 
parties a wished for opportunity of assailing my official acts. 
I will first dispose of that subject. As soon as the information 
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of this defalcation reached me in reliable form I immediately 
suspended Mr. Susisky, the late City Treasurer, from office, 
and through the police department caused his arrest. Imme- 
diately thereafter, in accordance with the power conferred upon 
me by law, I required the committee of three, appointed un- 
der the charter, to investigate the accounts of the Treasurev’s 
office. This committee originally consisted of Messrs. Joseph 
Brown, John H. Fisse and Charles D. Greene, Jr. The report 
of their investigation of the affairs of the Treasurer’s office has 
been transmitted to your honorable body and officially pub- 


lished, and the care and ability with which they performed . 


their labor is readily perceptible .on the perusal of their report. 
Your honorable body also deemed it advisable to appoint a 
committee from your own number to investigate not only into 
the particulars of the defalcation in the Treasurer’s office, but 
also to inquire into the truth or falsity of certain alleged reports 
of irregularities in the accounts of other city officers; and fur- 
ther, as to whether the defalcation announced, and the irregu- 


larities reported; were known to others of the city officers before — 


the day on which I suspended the late City Treasurer. The re- 
ports of that committee of the Council, in majority and minority 


form, have been submitted to your honorable body, together with. 


all the testimony taken during the investigation, and printed in 
pamphlet edition. The relative merits of each report were 
extensively discussed before you, and your final action in the 
adoption of the majority report isa matter of record. Though 
the original resolution under which the committee of the Coun- 
cil was appointed looks to the examination into certain re- 
ported irregularities in other city officers, as well as the defal- 
cation and irregularities in the Treasurer’s office, yet the atten- 
tion of the committee was directed to the investigation of the 
alleged report that the defalcation in the Treasurer’s office was 
known to other city officers. In neither of the reports was there 
any intimation that I ever had any knowledge of Mr. Susisky 
feloniously embezzling the city funds before the day of his 
suspension, but the minority report takes the position that in 
the month of June, 1869, I had sufficient knowledge of certain 
irregularities in the City Treasurer’s office, and of such a char- 
acter as to obligate me, in the discharge of my official duties, 
to suspend Mr, Susisky and report him to the Council for trial, 
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with a corollary that if I had pursued such a course the defal- 
cation would have been -liscovered and a large amount of 
money saved to the city. “Ihe majority report takes an antag- 
onistic position. In view of the reasoning of the minority, and 
the comments of certain members of the Council, I deem it not 
inappropriate to present.a few considerations touching my 
official conduct in this matter. On the report made to me by 
Comptroller Barlow on the 21st of June, 1869, that Mr. Susisky 
assumed in his cash balances certain receipts and due bills 
taken for advances made on salaries of city officers and on con- 
tracts of city contractors, I was impressed with the belief that 
such a mode of doing business was irregular and reprehensible, 
and I immediately took such measures to stop it as I thought 
necessary. I addressed Mr. Susisky my letter of date of June 
22, 1869, which was as explicit in terms as I could frame it, It 
notified him to stop immediately advancing money on salaries 
and contracts. His explanation of his conduct in extenuation 


was plausible and is sustained by the facts. He said that it had» 


been a custom of long standing. It had received such recogni- 
tion as a custom that quite a number of the members of the 
Council—the law-making power of the city—had been the re- 
cipients of favors under it at the Treasurev’s office. How could 
such a custom gain an existence in one of the most important 
offices of the city government? Could it come to pass otherwise 
than throvgh the most defective legislation? Undoubtedly not; 
but custom or no custom, as stated, immediately upon the Comp- 


troller’s report to me of Mr. Susisky’s irregularities, I ordered . 


him to desist, but it is asserted I should have gone further; that 
the irregularities were of such a character that I should have 
suspended him from office and placed him on trial before the 
Council. That this is a most untenable position will readily be 
seen. 

In the report of Comptroller Barlow to me there is not the least 
evidence of a wilful intention wpon the part of Mr. Susisky to 
defraud the city, nor was there in his ready admission about 
these irregularities any such evidence. His conduct in acqui- 
escing cheerfully to my request created a decidedly opposite 
presumption. There is a vast difference, indeed, between an 
irregularity on the part of an officer, perpetrated through want 
of reflection, or perpetrated with a premeditated intent to cheat 
and defraud, and my supervisory power as mayor is limited. 
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‘pnd very justly in this matter. Tecan only suspend an elective 
officer from office who is ouilby of a willful violation of his offi- 
cial obligation. The act upon his part must be willful and felo- 
nious—that is, perpetrated with a deliberate intent to commit a 
crime, to inure to the benefit of himself or others in concert with 
him. The very gist of an offence, as I understand the law, con- 
sists in the intent to do a willful wrong—that is, to do an inten- 
tional wrong. True, official incompetency may be made the 
basis of charges, but it has never been intimated that proceed- 
ings ought to have been instituted against Mr. Susisky on that 
ground. No; the presumption is that I should have concluded 
Comptroller Barlow’s report as sufficient evidence of Mr. Su- 
sisky’s willful violation of his official obligation. Now, suppose 
—so viewing the case—I had taken upon myself immediately 
upon the Comptroller’s notice to me to suspend Mr. Susisky and 
file charges against him in the Register’s office, which charges 
would also have reached the Council in due form, charging and 
specifying willful violation of official obligation, the evidence 
necessary to convict upon these charges would have to be of the 
same character as would justify a grand jury in finding a true 
_ bill of indictment against the Treasurer, Did such evidence 
exist in the memoranda before me, which consisted of advances 
to city officers upon their salaries and upon contracts for work 
already done for the city by contractors? Does any sane man 
suppose for a moment that I could have conducted a pfosecution — 
to a successful issue under such circumstances? No; and I 
would hare been denounced in round terms as an officious tyrant 
“who rather enjoyed the exercise of arbitrary power. Further: 
if I had pursued that course and charged Mr. Susisky upon such 
testimony as I had before me with a willful violation of his offi- 
cial obligation, I am conrinced that he would certainly have 
been sustained i in his defence, acquitted and reinstated with all 
honor by the Council as the tribunal before which he appealed for 
justice, and that J world have been heralded as guilty ofa willful 
violation of my official obligation. I am fully aware of the 
power I possess as an executive officer, and Iam ready and wil- 
ling to exercise it to its fullest extent when required so to do in 
vindication of the law, but I hope to never so far forget the indi- 
vidual rights of every officer in the city government as to charge 
any of them with the commission of a specific, willful and felo- 
nious attempt to wilfully violate any of their official obligations 
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_ unless supported in so doing by pwpof of a far more satisfactory 
nature than that presented :igainst Mr. Susisky in the Comp- 
troller’s memoranda, Again: it has been asserted that, if I had 
acted upon this information and suspended Mr. Susisky, pend- 
ing the investigation of the charges, his turpitude in the general - 
management of the city finances might have been discovered 
and thereby much money saved to the city treasury, and a dere-. 
liction of duty on my part is based on these assumptions. I 
- take this to be the most unreasonable position, for, in the first 
place, as I have conclusively shown, the proof of a wilful viola- 
tion of Mr. Susisky’s official obligations was not sufficiently evi- 
dent to warrant me in proceeding to the extreme measure of 
suspension, and, in the second place, there was nothing in the 
known antecedents of Mr. Susisky to warrant me in concluding 
from the proof presented that he was guilty of the crime of 
embezzlement. He had served with supposed honor and integ- 
rity a full term in his responsible position and had lately been 
re-elected with peculiar marks of public favor. No one doubted 
his honesty, and very few, if any, his capacity. Through the 
ordeal of what was deemed a most searching investigation insti- 
tuted and conducted under my immediate predecessor in office, 
he had passed unscathed, while four of his official associates had 
been required by the grand jury to present themselves at the 
‘bar of the criminal tribunal of the county to answer charges of 
felony growing out of their conduct in their official acts, and in 
this presentment of the facts in his case was I to presume him 
to be an extraordinary criminal instead of what every one sup- 
posed him to be, an honest and capable officer? Proceeding 
upon such a theory of my required duties in every case where a 
’ subordinate officer of the city government allowed any irregular- 
‘ities to occur in the management of his affairs without the least 
evidence of fraudulent intent, and which comes to my knowledge, 
I must charge him with fraudulent and willful intentions, in such 
cases, and suspend him and present him for trial, for the reason 
that in such an investigation an official act of his may be di- 
vulged wilfully fraudulent and felonious in itself, I must under- 
take an unwarranted and illegal prosecution in hopes of being 
able to develop a warrantable and legal prosecution. As well 
might it be claimed that it is the duty of the grand jury to indict x, 
a citizen for one offence without proof, in hopes that on the trial 
he might be discovered guilty of another offence. Such arbi- 
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trary power I do not possgss, do not claim and do not want. 
-True,there is much discretion left to me in the exercise of my 
supervisory power, but it must be remembered that that discre- 
tion must be exercised according to the rule and within the lim- 
its of law and equity. Subordinate officers are sovereign within 


the circle of their accorded duties, elective ones especially, . 


_ obtaining their position by the suffrages of the people, deem 
themselves responsible to the people and are impatient of any 


supervision in semblance unwarranted. -It is a very delicate . 


matter, therefore, to accuse one of them of a heinous offence and 
to proceed to extreme measures, and as such should be done only 
upon proof of avery satisfactory nature. A different course would 
-embroil the executive in constant trouble, and impair the effi- 
ciency of the administration, and do wrong and injury to inno- 


cent and worthy men. Let us consider, if you please, the condi- 


tion of affairs at'the end of the last administration. The reve- 
lations made by the Investigating Committee, appointed by the 


request and under my immediate predecessor, as to the conduct 
of certain city officers in the management of their responsible 


trusts, had produced very naturally a depressing effect upon the 
public, and especially wpon those more immediately interested 
in the financial welfare and credit of the city. The report of this 
committee was submitted to the public and to the City Council 
but a short time before I entered upon my duties as Mayor of 
the city. This report revealed a most culpable negligence and 
the most wilful violation of official obligation upon the part of 
sereral of the then city officers, and the grand jury.at the Janu- 
ary term, 1869, indicted the then Comptroller and his immediate 
predecessor for feloniously embezzling the city funds; also the 


Chief Clerk of the ex-City Auditor for the same offence. The 


Harbor Master was also indicted for obtaining money under false 
pretences. The then City Auditor was reported to be behind in 
his accounts about $3,000. Such a condition of affairs as a mat- 
ter of course excited a general distrust among financial men. It 
impaired the city’s credit greatly, and created an alarm not to 
say consternation among those holding the city’s bonds and 
securities. It has been intimated that such distrust referred to 
originated in part at least through a want of confidence among 
moneyed men in Treasurer Susisky, but I perceive no evidence 
to warrant me in so thinking, for Mr. Susisky, as before stated, 
was then thought to be an honest and capable officer, but 
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surely there was enough without this to cause distrust. _No won- 
der the press by unanimous expression declared for reform; no 
wonder the people, seeing such utter demoralization among their 
public officers and servants, felt that a change must - be 


made. Such was the general anxiety, and so unanimous ~— 


the general expression of all parties that it was thought 
surely reform or ruin was at hand. We needed reform most 
certainly, for millions were being each year added to the bonded 
debt of the city, for which it was receiving but a poor equiva- 


lent; the interest upon this account seemed about to absorb the - 


entire revenue of the city. Prudent men looked forward to a 
complete crash of the city’s credit, and some who were well situ- 
ated to know, predicted that the city would go to protest before 
October, 1869. The Radical Convention met to consider the 
proper candidate for this fearful juncture, and at the earnest 
solicitation of my friends I became a candidate for Mayor. As 
soon as installed in office I discovered the unpleasant task be- 
fore me. The most sensitive and important department of the 
city government is the financial, and herein I found almost 
insuperable difficulties to overcome. I brought all the en- 
ergies and powers I possessed, such as they are, to over- 


come these obstacles and to reinstate the credit and honor 


of thecity. Assisted and encouraged by patriotic public spirited 
citizens, I have partially succeeded in my labors, but, unfortu- 
nately for the present city administration, instead of a clean 
sweep which ought to have been made, if ever, at the last gene- 
ral election, in order to fulfill the pledges of the party, the mis- 


take, in my opinion, was made that several of the active parti, 


cipants, either as department officers or their assistants in the 
late administration, were placed upon the ticket and thus elected 
to important city isffices. They proved inimical to the present 
administration, and immediately organized a combination be- 
tween themselves and the opposite party, and such others as had 
received distinguished favors from the Radical party ; and being 
indebted to that party for all they enjoy of public character or 
prominence, they betrayed it. 

The spirit of insubordination on the part of the head of one 
of the departments manifested itself immediately on my assum- 
ing the office of Mayor. He then-concealed his opposition to 


the administration by shielding himself under the technicalitie® 


of such portions of law as could be quoted to his interest, and by 
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received from the makers of the law, he naetaud determined to 
inflict through his position-all the injury he could upon the 


of the city charter requiring him to send his report with that 


of other fiscal officers, through the Comptroller, to the council, he. 


chooses to disregard the law and to send his report directly to 
the council. That portion of his report which I have seen officially 
published, was evidently calculated to injure the credit of the 
city and to depreciate the rare bonds to be we in a few si el 
after his report was made.. 

With this officer I was Pan to idles issue in my mes- 
sage to your honorable body at the beginning of the last session, 
but did so only after exhausting every argument I could adduce 


to dissuade him from making his report in the form in which it. 


went forth to the public. That he assumed in that report as he 
does in the one presented to you this year, to usurp both the 
duties of Mayor and Comptroller, was not a matter of such 
anxiety to me as the fact that he presented an array of figures 
representing an immense floating debt which did not exist, but 
which was liable to mislead the casual observer. This apparent 
spirit of insubordination ina high elective officer, could not but 
haveits baleful effects upon the entire government to a greater or 
less degree, for how could harmony prevail or good “order be 
promoted j in a “house divided againstitself.”. How long, permit 
me to ask, could a mercantile house exist, when its chief ac- 
countant not only gave his authority to statements that its 
expenditures were largely orerits net profitg, and who would per- 
emptorily refuse to concur in such rules as would facilitate its 
business operations and prevent gross frauds from being com- 
mitted against it? Such, gentlemen, isa true picture of the con- 
dition of affairs in one of the chief departments of the city 
government. To remedy, if possible, this state of affairs, and to 
endeavor by plain charter provisions to fix the status of each 
officer so as to make each responsible for his acts, and to provide 
such rules for the protection of the city in its fiscal affairs, was 
oneof the chief reasons for so earnestly insisting upon a change 
in the city charter at the last session of the Legislature. I be- 
lieve thatin the change thus made, and the faithful observance 
upon the part of each, we shall see economy, order and harmony

In conclusion, gentlemen, I desire to call your attention to 
the Comptroller’s report, which I regard as a plain practical 
document, setting forth the financial condition of the city, 
taking strong and unequivocal ground against the further in- 
crease of our bonded debt, which the executive desires faithfully 
to carry out. The revenues under a careful and economical . 
administration of the government, are sufficient to meet its current 
expenses and to pay its interest promptly, and surely by a 
careful husbandry of our resources, and a.steady adherence to 
this policy until we grow up to our present indebtedness and 
can begin a system of judicious reduction, I must respectfully 
recommend a rigid adherence to this policy. : 
- The appropriation bill and its kindred subjects, the rates of 
taxation, will claim your earnest care and consideration. I 
would therefore respectfully urge their incorporation into a law. 

Pursuant to a resolution herewith attached, passed, by the 
Board of Health, I would also most earnestly ask your ae 
body to dispose of the health bill so long under your consid- 
eration, to the end that the board may be enabled to (gcharge 
the responsible duty devolving upon it to protect the pubic health.

the four southern states, is $5,623,100 ; the middle 
and eastern states, is about $13,522,000. The pro- 
fits of the bank in 1831, as shown in a statement to 
congress, were about $3,455,598 ; of this: accrued 
in the nine western states, about $1,640,048 ; in 


the four southern states, about $352,507 ; and in the: 


middle and eastern states, about $1,463,041. As lit- 
tle is held in the west, it is obvious that the debt of the 
people in that section, to the Bank, is principally a 
debt to the eastern and foreign stockholders ; that the 
intcrest they pay upon it is carried into the eastern 
states and into Europe ; and that it is a burden upon 
their industry anda drain upon their currency which 
no country can bear without inconvenience and occa- 
sional distress. ‘T'o meet this burden,.and equalize 
the exchange opcrations of the Bank, the amount of 
specie drawn from those states through its branches 
within the last two years, as shown by its official re- 
ports, was about $6,000,000. More than halfa million 
ofthis amount does, not stop in the eastern states, but 
passes on to Europe to pay the dividends of the foreign 
stockholders. In the principle of taxation recogniz- 
ed by this act, the western states find no adequate com- 
pensation for this perpetual burden on their industry, 
and drain of their currency. ‘The Branch Bank. at 
Mobile made, last year, $95,140 ; yet, under the pro- 
visions of this act, the state of Alabama can raise no rev- 
enue from these profitable operations, because not a 
share of the stock is held by any of her citizens. Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri are in the same condition in re- 
lation to the branches at Natches and St. Louis, and 
such, in a_greater or less degree, is the condition: of ev- 
ery western state. 

The tendency of the plan oftaxation which this act 
proposes, will be to place the whole United States in 
the same relation to foreign countries, which the west- 
ern states now bear to the eastern. When by-a tax

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~ FRAUDULENT BANK NOTES. 


One of the most important considerations for our monied institutions is 
the adoption of some measures to prevent the issue and circulation of 


“fraudulent bills—including both counterfeit bills and those altered from 


a small to a large denomination. Various attempts have been made, 
‘and at large expense, to invent a bank-note paper and mode of engraving 


that cannot be counterfeited. Our bank-note lists teem with descriptions 
‘of the many fraudulent imitations of American bank-notes. Thus far no 
“Method has been discovered for the prevention of forgery although there 
is an association of New-England banks for the purpose of preventing 
counterfeits, and liberal offers are made for any cure for the evil. The 
legislature of Massacliusetts has liberally appropriated the sum of twenty- 
five hundred dollars per annum, for the space of three years, in aid of 
this association. The latter offer a roward of $100 for the best specimen 
“of bank-note paper, and further offer a liberal reward for any mode of 
preventing counterfeita,

are then hardened and passed over a soft steel plate so as to form the 
entire face of the bank-note, except the signature. 

Hitherto the signing of the notes consumed the time of twenty gentle- 
men, who were employed at a salary of £500 per annum each, each 
person being able to sign from 1500 to 2000 per day, 30,000 fresh notes 
being required daily. But in January, 1853, the Bank was empowered 
to sign all its notes by machinery, by which a saving of £10,000 a year 
was gained. As the Bank never reissues a note, the labor of preparing 
them is very great. | 

Mr. Perkins, a native of Massachusetts, was induced by Sir Charles

We have seen within a few days past a genuine one dollar bill of the 
Shoe & Leather Dealers’ Bank, Boston, altered to one hundred, and 
the alteration is so complete that few persons, even among bank tellers, 
could detect the fraud. This bill is in the hands of Mr. Merritt, 
of the independent police, firm of Hayes & Merritt. This note is no 
doubt one of a large number executed in the same style, and with intent 
to circulate them at a distance from Boston. The fraud is.thus timely 
discovered, but it only serves to show how liable thécommunity is to 
impositions of the kind; and that more stringent measures are necessary, 
in the matter of bank-note engraving, to protect the community. from 
similar fraud. Ain 
So perfect is the deception in the notes of the Shoe & Leather 
Dealers’ Bank, that eight or ten Wall-street brokers and bank tellers 
offered to take it at the usual discount for genuine bills before the fraud 
inted out to them.

When Rufus Easton resigned as postmaster at St. Louis to take his seat as. 
Territorial Delegate to Congress from the Teérrifory of Missouri, he was suc. | 
ceeded as postmaster by Doctor Robert Simpson, who on June 27, 1811, had 
married Mrs. Rufus Baston’s sister, Miss Brecia Smith. Dr. Simpson came to 
St. Lowis in 1809 as Assistant Surgeon of the United States Army. In 1810 he 
accompanied the troops thet established Fort Madison, where he remained a year 
and then returned to Si. wouis, in iti2 oe opensa a vrug Bloré aude: the 
name of Simpson & Quarles, on the west side of Main street between Elm and 
Myrtle, in whieh store he maintained the Post Office. He served as postmaster 
until September 11, 1818, when he resigned, Dr. Simpson was the first to use 
a hand stamp “ST LOUIS” with the date beneath it, as a postmark (Figure 2). 
The earliest example of this postmark that the writer has recorded is on a letter

CITY COLLECTOR—CITY CURRENCY. 379 


City Collector.—This officer is chosen 
by the qualified voters of the city, and hoids 
office for four years, under a bond of $200,000. 
His duty is to collect all city, State and school 
taxes, licenses, wharfage and other such dues, 
and pay them over to the treasurer once a 
day. The office was provided for in the first 
city charter of 1823, Jos. A. Wherry being 
the first collector. 


City Comptroller.—the officer in the 
city government next in dignity and responsi- 
bility to the mayor. The office was created in 
1838, and Robert Simpson was chosen to fill 
it, holding it by successive elections to 1846. 
The comptroller exercises a general super- 
vision over the fiscal affairs of the city and 
the collection and disbursement of its reve- 
nues ; and, in connection with the mayor, sees 
that all necessary official and legal proceed- 
ings are taken to protect the’city’s interests in 
property, assets and claims; overlooks the 
methods and regulations prescribed in relation 
to accounts, settlements and reports connected 
with the fiscal concerns of the city; sees that 
no liability is incurred or expenditures made 
from the treasury without due authority, and 
that appropriations are not overdrawn. One 
of the highest trusts committed to him is that 
of maintaining the credit and faith of the city 
in relation to its public debt and other liabili- 
ties. ._He makes annual reports to the as- 
sembly on the financial condition of the city, 
with statements and estimates of receipts and 
expenditures. He countersigns all warrants 
drawn on the city treasury; he has ac- 
cess to the books and other records of 
every department of the city government, 


-and may require them to be kept in a 


plain, methodical manner. He has a seat 
in either branch of the municipal assembly, 
with the right to debate on any question 
pertaining to his department, but without a 
vote. In case of a judgment rendered against 
the city, for which no provision has been made, 
he is authorized, with the approval of the 
mayor, to effect a temporary loan to meet it, 
and in every way to see that the credit of the 
city is not impaired. All delinquent or spe- 
cial tax bills, and all other claims, marshal’s, 
sherift’s or constable’s deeds, or certificates of 
sale in the nature of liens on property in which 
the city is directly or indirectly interested as 
owner or creditor, are deposited with the 
comptroller. He is elected by the qualified 


voters and holds office for four years. He 
gives bond for $300,000. The office has been 
held by citizens high in the esteem of the pub- 
lic, among them D. H. Armstrong, afterward 
United States Senator; Henry Overstoltz, 
afterward mayor of the city; John H. Light- 
ner, afterward presiding justice of the old 
county court ; Stephen Hoyt, George K. Budd, 
one of the originators of the Boatmen’s Bank ; 
Robert A. Watt, Stephen D. Barlow, Henry 
Kayser, E. L. Adreon, Robert A. Campbell, 
who had been Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State; General John D. Stevenson, and Isaac 
H. Sturgeon, who was United States Assist- 
ant Treasurer under two administrations, and 
was one of the organizers of the North Mis- 


- souri, now the Wabash, Railroad. 


City Counselor is the chief law officer 
of the city. He is appointed by the mayor 
and holds office for four years. His duties 
are to prosecute and defend all suits originat- 
ing or pending in any court of record except — 
the St. Louis Criminal Court and St. Louis 
Court of Criminal Correction, to which the 
city is a party, or in which the city or any of its 
officers are officially interested, and to advise 
either house of the municipal assembly, when 
required, as to legal questions that may arise 
before them; and also to advise the mayor, and 
through him all other city officials, in rela- 
tion to their duties or the interests of the city 
in which they are directly engaged, and from 
time to time make reports of suits in which 
the city is interested. He has a superintend- 
ing control over the business of the city at- 
torney. The first counselor was Isaac A. 
Girk, who began his term of service in 1828. 


City Currenecy.—On four occasions the 
city of St. Louis issued scrip, or paper notes, 
which served the purposes of currency. The 
first was in 1842. The notes engraved and 
printed by Durand, Hammond & Mason, Cin- 
cinnati, were seven and a half inches in length 
by three in width, with a cut of a large five- 
story edifice at the top in the middle, and bore 
this inscription: “Treasurer of the City of 
St. Louis, pay to Inspector or Bearer on de- 
mand the sum of one dollar out of any money 
in the Treasury appropriated to contingent. 
Auditor’s office, St. Louis, August 12, 1842. 
R. Simpson, Comptroller; Richard B. Dallam, 
Auditor.” Dr. Robert Simpson, who was 
comptroller at the time, was afterward one of 
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the founders of the Boatmen’s Bank, serving 
as treasurer of that institution from 1847 to 
1854. The next issue was in 1857, after the 
monetary collapse in the country which broke 
the “wild cat” banks that had supplied paper 
money to Western cities and towns. The dis- 
appearance of these notes and the stringency 
that followed the collapse of business credit 
brought about a scarcity of currency that was 
severely felt, and the city resorted to a tem- 
porary currency of its own to meet the neces- 
sity. The amount was limited to $300,000, 
and the printing of the notes was intrusted to 
three commissioners, one of whom was D. R. 
Armstrong, who had been city comptroller, 
and who was afterward United States Senator. 
The commissioners did their duty faithfully, 
and the notes were a great relief to the com- 
munity, being receivable for municipal taxes 
and licenses, and circulating freely at par. 
They were ones, twos and threes, engraved 
on whitish paper and somewhat smaller than 
the United States greenbacks of a later day. 
The third issue was in 1861, when the dis- 
turbances in trade and commerce attending 
the beginning of the Civil War brought the 
municipal finances to a low condition and 
compelled the authorities to this extraordi- 
nary method of meeting the crisis. The 
notes, printed by the American Bank Note 
Company of New York, were on whitish pa- 
per and bore the words: “State of Missouri. 
St. Louis, June 1, 1861. City Treasury War- 
rant. Treasurer of the City of St. Louis, pay 
to bearer one dollar. M. E. Susisky, Com- 
missioner. Receivable for taxes and licenses 
payable to the city.” The ornamental picture 
on the “ones”? was an express wagon unload- 
ing packages. On the “twos” was a harbor 
picture, with a large side-wheel steamboat in 
the foreground, and a group of others in the 
rear to the left. The “twos” were signed 
by A. E. Kroeger, commissioner, and the 
“threes” by Louis Bach, commissioner. The 
“threes” bore a levee picture of pig lead, a 
bale of hemp, a hogshead of tobacco, two coils 
of rope and other freight, with a steamboat in 
the distance. This issue was not so well pro- 
tected and guarded, and was attended by 
greater disadvantages than benefits. The last 
issue was in 1873, a year of panic, attended by 
collapse of business, suspension of banks and 
great scarcity of money. The municipal gov- 
ernment was brought to désperate straits. 
The city had its moneys locked up in the sus- 
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pended bank that was its depository, and 
found itself without the means of paying its 
street cleaners and other laborers, and its offi- 
cials. There were threats of violence from 
the unpaid street laborers, and at one time as 
many as a thousand gathered in the street in 
front of the city hall, and were so menacing 
that the mayor, Joseph Brown, found it neces- 
sary to do something to placate them. He 
addressed them and assured them that if they 
would disperse and give him a week’s time, in 
which to make the necessary arrangements, 
they should be paid. The clamorous crowd 
accepted this and dispersed, and the mayor 
went to New York and had notes, ones, twos 
and threes, to the amount of $450,000, en- 
graved and printed by the National Bank Note 
Company. The work was promptly done, 
and when the street-workers returned to the 
ctiy hall at the end of the week for their 
money it was ready for them. The notes 

came to be known as “Brownbacks,” and bore 
the inscription: “State of Missouri, St. Louis, 
November 1, 1873. The City of St. Louis 
promises to pay to bearer at the City Treasury 
one dollar. This note is receivable for all 
city taxes, licenses and other municipal dues.

TO SEND CHOICE COLLECTION OF GEW-GAWS TO CHIEF OF MANUA. 


Washington, Aug. L0O—Acting Secretary Darling will invest a part of 
the Navy Department’s contingent fund in a miscellaneous collection of 
watches, medals, earrings jewsharps, which wiil be distributed to the native 
chiefs of the island of Manua, one of the Samoan group, in return for their 
deferred expression of loyalty to the United States. 

Manua was ceded to the United States three years ago under the agree- 
ment with England and Germany, but some of the lesser chiefs withheld a 
former expression of their loyalty until recently, when they were won over by 
the friendly attitude of the naval commander at the Tutuila. They have 
signed a document acknowledging American ownership of the island. 


Louisiana Gold ‘‘Quarters’’ and ‘‘Halves.’’ 


The smallest denomination of gold that has ever been issued in the 
form of coins are quarter and half dollars issued by private gold producers 
of California for a few years following the gold finds of °49 and werein a 
measure a necessity for the reason that small currency was decidedly scarce 
on the Pacific coast. These diminutive gold coins have proven in recent 
years. a decided curiosity to many and have advanced in value to about 500 
per cent of their bullion worth. 

The interest found for these small gold pieces has prompted the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition’s Souvenir Coin Department to have pri- 
vately issued gold pieces comparable with the California gold quarters and 
halves, as companions for the Louisiana Souvenir gold dollar. They are 
made from gold mined in the Louisiana Territory and in design are typical of 
the territory and its centennial celebration. The obverse bears a fleur-de-lis 
with L. P. E. on the extended points, surrounding are fourteen stars 
representing the fourteen Louisiana states and the date 1904. The reverse is

County Judge W. H. Prewitt, who now lies anedaile ill at his home in 
‘this city, with very little hopes of lis recovery, and in his possession a $20 
bill which has connected with .t a pathic stury of our civil war. While 
gathering together and arranging his personal effects, in company with 
‘several friends on Tuesday. hr pulled from an old box a $20 bill, yellow 
with age, and remarked: ‘Tris must not be speot during my lifetime.’’ 

He then related the followiug story: ‘‘Just after the battle of Perry- 
ville i found two young confederate soldiers—two boys, about 17 or 18 years 
| of age--lying wounded upon the field. I took them to my home, then in the 
neighborhood of the battlefield. and took care of them for several weeks, 

until they had almost reco\ered from their wounds. One morning a com- 
pany of federal soldiers surrounded my house and took us prisoners to Dan- 
ville, where they kept us for several days before taking the boysto prison. 
When the lads were about tu be taken away trey gave me this $20 bill for 
taking care of them. I refused at first, but they insisted that I take the 
money, for it would be taken away from them anyway, andI would just as 
soon have it as anybody. [ finally consented. They gave me the bill and 








WILLIAM H. JONES. 175 


In the year 1828 or 1829 there was a firni‘in St. 
Louis composed of Alexander Scott and William K. 
Rule. Old Alexander Scott subsequently followed 
steamboating, and was one of the finest captains that 
was ever on tlfe river; he afterwards failed in busi- 
ness, and went to Pittsburg. He died some years 
ago, and left a very handsome fortune. William K. 
Rule died in St. Louis, I think, about the year 1876. 
At that day there was no United States Bank here, 
and it was very difficult, when the merchants wanted 
to make remittances to Philadelphia or New York, to 
get exchange. The only way to remit money was 
to send bank-notes in packages, by mail or private 
hands. Scott & Rule ordered a clerk of theirs to 
send $4,000 in money to Philadelphia, and their clerk 
bundled up the package of bank-notes and gave it to 
aman named William H. Jones, a dry-goods mer- 
chant doing business in St. Louis, to take to Phila- 
delphia. Jones took the package and delivered it to 
the parties to whom it was directed in Philadelphia, 
and then went out and purchased, for his own account, 
sixty thousand dollars’ worth of goods to ship to his 
store in St. Louis; and after he had done that, the 
report came out that the package, instead of con- 
taining bank-notes, as was marked on it, was filled 
with old newspapers. Jones was so horrified and
